It is interesting to note the variations in the county levy 
from year to year. In 1915 the rate was 7 1-10 mills. The 
next year there was a reduction, the rate for 1916 being 
only 5 mills. 
For 1917 there was a still further reduction, 
the rate for that year being only 4 7-10 mills, which scams 
to be the low record. 
There was a big increase in 1918, 
the rate jumping from 4 7-10 mills to 7 mills. In 1919 the 
rate fell to 6 6-10. only to jump to 9 3-10, the high rec­ 
ord in 1920. 
The people as a rule are very watchful of the legis­ 
lature, and properly so. 
Jealous care should be exercised 
iii electing men to the legislature and the record of that 
body should 
be scanned 
with care. 
But 
in so 
far as 
money spent is concerned the people sometimes save at the 
spigot only to lose at the bunghole. 
They watch the legis­ 
lature for signs of extravagance and pay very little atten­ 
tion to local school boards and county commissioners. The 
highest rate of taxes that the citizen has to face is largely 
controlled by his local school board. 
Next in importance 
and size comes the county rate, which is largely deter­ 
mined by the county commissioners. 
9 
And while watching every legislator and school board 
member and county commissioner every citizen should put 
in full time watching himself. 
No legislature and no school 
board and no board of county commissioners can reduce taxes 
or enforce economy when the people vote bonds for ail 
manner of improvements. 
It is adm itted, of course, that 
bond issues are frequently a vital necessity. 
But voting 
'them insures a high tax rate, and a large part of the high 
tax rate for which the legislature is blamed is due to the 
action of the people them selves in voting bonds for all kinds 
of projects.

A RIDDLE IN COTTON. 
The average price paid for cotton in the entire country 
in 1919 was 35.6 cents. 
The average price for Oklahoma 
was 35.2 cents. 
The average price paid for cotton in the entire coun­ 
try for this year has been 14 cents. The average price for 
Oklahoma has been 10.5 cents. 
One year ago Oklahoma cotton commanded a price 
only 2-5 of a cent less than the average price for the ehtire 
cotton belt. 
This year Oklahoma cotton has commanded a price 
3 1-2 cents less than the average for the entire cotton belt. 
We wonder what explanation can be given for this 
yt&r’s discrepancy. 
We wonder who can give any reasonable* 
explanation for what looks* like a rank discrimination. 
W e have a national department of agriculture at W ash­ 
ington. 
W e also have a state departm ent of agriculture 
at Oklahoma City. 
And we have a big agricultural col­ 
lege at Stillwater. 
W e wonder if one of these institutions 
can explain why the farmers of Oklahoma have been bilked 
of something like $17,000,000.

Well, I rambled around for most< 
of my life working on public work 
till I got back on the farm again 
and went to work for my brother- J 
in-law. Worked all summer for 95 
cents and board. In the fall we set­ 
tled up and according to his state­ 
ment I owed him for board.

I found a nice girl and we got 
married. I had $20 and no place to 
live.

We went over to 
my wife’s trother-in-law and picked 
cotton at 50 cents a hundred. We 
got 
a 
few 
things 
together 
and 
bought 40 acres for $4 00. I bought 
me a pair of handles and found 
some old worn out shares, bought 
me an old blind mare. So we start­ 
ed paying for our home. 
We made four bales of cotton and 
CO bushed corn that year. A pig 
was given to us and we thought 
we were getting along fine. In 1917 
I made a crop with the same old 
mare and all the plow I had was 
single 
stock 
to 
plow 
everything 
with and the next year, 1918, I 
bought a team of mules. I made 
only four bales as the boll weevil 
at the crop. In 1919 I made eight 
bales of cotton and I discarded my 
wooden shovel, wooden plow and 
rope lines. 
Of course, I had some bad luck. 
In 1919 I lost my little girl and I 
lost six hogs and my dog, so you 
see it is pretty hard for a person 
to get a start on a farm. I bought 
40 acres adjoining on easy 
pay­ 
ments and I have a new wagon and 
buggy and many machines and rake 
*and saw. I had it all to do by my­ 
self and 
I 
cleared 
about fifteen 
acres in five years, made a living 
and bough’, things a farmer can’t 
get along without. 
They tried to get me to leave my 
work and help them. I decided if a 
man could make money hiring I 
could make money tending my crop 
and hire the other fellow. This 1920 
cotton crop has cost me 35 cents and 
I can get only 20 cents for it. 
I should like to know, from some 
of Capper’s Farm er readers, what j 
kind of glue will make the farmers j 
of Arkansan B l i c k together.
